LONDON, Aug. 16.—Again the great Anglo-French war ma- 
chine has struck the Germans in Flanders, and again it has been 


successful, 


The village of Langemarck and other important posi- 


tions were taken Thursday. More than 1,800 prisoners already have 


been counted. 


The latest blow in the Ypres area was on a front of nine miles 
and only on the extreme right were the allied forces unable to make 


progress. 


The Germans resisted stubbornly, suffering heavy losses, 


but on the greater part of the front they were forced to leave valu- 
able positions in the possession of the allies. 
Field Marshal Haig’s men carried the centre and right of the 


attacking line. 


In the centre the British early gained their first 


objectives and then established ‘themselves in Langemarck, Con- 
tinuing their attack, they advanced a half mile beyond the village, 
gaining a trench system which was the final object of the day. On 


the right flank the German resistance was most desparate. 


Early 


in the day the British drove the Teutons back but numerous’counter 
attacks, in which they suffered severely, enabled the Germans to re- 


gain lost ground. 
Canadians Move Onward 

In the Lens sector the Canadians 
made further progress east of Loos 
and north of Lens. German prison- 
ers to the number of nearly 900 were 
taken in the fighting here Wednesday 
and Thursday, bringing the allied to- 
tal for the two days to 2,700, In Ilan- 
ders the British also captured some 
guns from the Germans, 

Although Berlin says the allied at- 
tack in Flanders has been forced back 
with heavy losses, it admit gains at 
Dreigrachten, on the Yser canal and 
near Langemarcq. These are the 
places where London officially says 
the French and British advanced, 

Except for the continued heavy ar- 
tillery fighting on the Aisne front and 
near Verdun, a gain by the French 
south of Ailles, nerth of the Aisne, 
has been the only important infantry 
action south of Lens. e French 
captured German trenches on a front 
of two thirds of a mile, took 120 pris- 
oners and repulsed four German coun- 
ter attacks, 


Russian Front. sass 

On the Bereth river, in southwestern 
Moldavia, the Roumanians and Rus- 
sians have been driven across the river 
by the Austro-Germans. Northwest 
of Fokshani the Roymanians and 
Russians have made numerous attacks 
in efforts to capture Stracani and 
Pantsiu. In the Trotus valley, west- 
ern Moldavia, the Austro-German ad- 
vance apparently continues, 

Berlin says that the forces of Field 
Marshal von Mackensen have cap- 
tured more than 3,500 prisoners, six- 
teen guns and over fifty machine guns 
in the recent fighting on the eastern 


front. 
Official Account, 

LONDON, Aug. 16.—British and 
French troops, attacking on a _ nine- 
mile front east and northeast of Ypres 
in Flanders, today guined all their 
objectives except on the right flank. 
The French drove the Germans from 
between the Yser Canal and Martje- 
vaart and captured the bridgehead of 
Dreigrachten. The village of Langhe- 
mareq was carried by the British af- 
ter they had taken all their first ob- 
jectives in the centre of the attack- 
ing lines. 

The official statement from_ British 
headquarters in France tonight adds 
that the Germans fought stubbornly 
on Field Marshal Haig's right for the 
possession of the high ground north 


of the Menin Road, Suffering heavy 
losses, the Germans finally pressed the 
Britigh back from the terrain they had 
gained early In the day. More than 
1,800 prisoners, including 38 officers, 
already have been counted by the 
Anglo-French forces. Some German 
guns also were taken, 

The British have made further pro- 
gress east of Loos, in the Lens area, 
and the total of prisoners captured 
there has now reached 896. 

Ypres-Menin Road. 

The statement reads: 

“The allied attacks delivered early 
in the morning on a front of nine 
miles, north of the Ypres-Menin road, 
have been continued during the day 
in the face of strong enemy resistance. 

“On the left in the French troops, 
advancing on both sides of the Zuyd- 
shoote-Dixmude road, drove the en- 
emy from the tongue of land between 
the Yser canal and Martjevaart and 
Sepranee the bridgehead of Dreigrach- 
en.

“On our right there has been fierce 
and continuous fighting since the early 
morning for the possession of the high 
ground north of the Menin road. The 
enemy disputed our advance, deter- 
minedly counter-attacking with large 
forces. As the result of counter at- 
tacks the enemy succeeded during the 
afternoon, at great cost, in pressing 
back our troops in this area from part 
of the ground won earlier in the day. 

“This evening further enemy coun- 
ter attacks in this nelghborhood were 
broken up by our artillery fire. The 
number of prisoners taken by the 
allies in the course of this attack 
cannot yet be ascertained, but over 
1,800, including 88 officers, already 
have been brought in. A few Ger- 
man guns also were captured. 

“Our troops made further progress 
this afternoon cast of Loos. The 
number of troops we captured on this 
front since the opening of our attack 
yesterday now totals 896, including 22 |

OTTAWA, Aug. 16.—At six o'clock 
this afternoon the commons divided 
on Hon, Geo. P. Graham's amendment 
to the second rere: J of Sir Thomas 
White's bill to provide for the pur- 
chase of the sixty per cent of Canadian 
Northern capital stock not now con- 
trolled by the government. The 
amendment which favored fore-clos- 
ure proceedings under the legislation 
of 1914, when forty-five millions was 
advanced to the Canadian Northern 
railway was defeated on a division of 
67 to 42, a government majority of 
26. A. Champagne, North Battleford, 
voted with the government, but oth- 
erwise the division was on party lines. 

Criticizes Froponala 

The chief feature of the debate was 
a criticiam of the government propos- 
als by R. B. Bennett, member for Cal- 
gary, anda ee. to his objections to 
the legislation by Hon. Arthur Meigh- 
en, solicitor genetal. Mr. Bennett fa- 
vored the principi@ of taking over the 
Canadian Northern railway and ob- 
jected to Mr. Graham's amendment, 
but maintained that the bill should be 
modified in many respects in order to 
safeguard the rights of the -country. 
One of his chief objections was that 
the pledgees of capital stock are re- 
cognized by the négotiations, He 
maintained that ther@,should be no 
consideration for the yer but sim- 
ply for the owners of the stock. Mr. 
Bennett suggested among other things 
that the e of the adian Nor- 
thern Railway, should, be arrived at 
by arbitrators on the basis of the cost 
of the railway and its equipment pre- 
vious to the war, and that the gov- 
ernment should have the right to re- 
ject the award of the arbitration 
should it be exorbitant.

A 
steady flow of wheat from pee was 
needed because the imperial authori- 
tles have diverted o Jarge number of 
ships from other. routes to carry grain 
from Canada. The board of grain su- 
pervisors, the statement went on to 
say, found itself in this situation that 
the United States had no power te fix 
prices until the necessary legislative 
authority had been secured, Had no 
maximum prices beer fixed in Canada 
for the available wheat prices would 
have advanced rapidly.

RERLIN, Aug. 16.—The German 
Social Democrats in Austria will meet 
at Vienna on Sept, 28 to discuss the 
future course of their party.

he would be very brief in addressing 
the jury. A verdict is expected in the 
case today,

ion in the allleged crime, until Mon- 
day, 


Prisoner Examined, 

The prisoner himself was the only 
witness caliled by the defence in the 
afternoon, He was taken over the 
tragedy as revealed by his confession 
made to the mounted police and cor- 
roborated it in detail, The Eskimo 
oath, that he “would not speak in two 
* straight,” 
was administered by the clerk of the 
court, 

The examination conducted by Mr. 
Wallbridge, took the witness over 
each step from the morning of the 
das’ preceding the admitted killing, 
Sinnisiak told of how he and Uluksuk

Already 1500 feet of the cinder 
well have been laid in the city, at 
107th St. and at McKay Ave, The 
cost of construction was $245.68 for 
the.1500 feet, which works out at 
16 2-5 tne cents per foot. 

From the walk takén up 5,763 feet 
of lumber was secured which could 
be used for repairs, and has a value 
estimated at $116.20. Deducting this

This makes the total cost of the

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“THRIPS! 
CAUSEOF ALARM 
‘SAYS OFFICIAL 


“Ther@ ig no reason to be alarmed 
about thrips,” said H. A. Craig, 
deputy minister of agriculture to the 
Bulletin in speaking of the insect 
which has been causing some damage 
to wheat crops east of Wetaskiwin 
and south of Calgary. 

Mr. Craig continued that the great: 
est damage reported was only ten per 
cent, of a field, and in other cases it 
was not more than two per cent. 
Members of the department who are 
authorities on the subject have been 
making an Investigation and havo met 
large bodies of farmers where the in- 
sect has been reported. 

The insect has been more trouble- 
some in Saskatchewan ahd several 
conferences as to the best way of com- 
bating it Rave take place in the 
neighboring province. 

At places where damage has_ been 
reported experts of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture say it may be 
caused by thrips or perhaps on ac- 
count of the dry weather the cells had 
not properly filled, thereby causing a 
weakness in the stalk. A heavy wind 
or rain would cause the stalk to bend 
over, but the vitality in the stalk 
would cause the head to strike u 
again to the light from the next joint. 

That 80 straws examined after four 
days from the grain going down, only 
two gave evidence of “Thrips being 
on the Inside of the stalk, but grain 
taken at a later time (than four days) 
showed a much higher percentage on 
the inside than that of four days, 
which would lead officials to conclude 
that the “Thrips worked between the 
flag and the stem and when damaged 
entered at the damaged spot, 

The wpruve of the damage was simi- 
lar to that of the Hessian fly except 
that that insect worked nearer the 
joint, and the larvae of the Hessian 
fiy did not have legs, while that of the 
“thrip’ has, The larvae of the "thrip" 
is about one twenty-fourth of an inch 
longr of a greenish white color wity a 
black head, and very soon develdps 
wings.

Grain Exhibits Showed That Good General Harvest Is Assured— 
Farmers Have Learned Lesson Of Diversified Agriculture— 
Fine Livestock Display—Other Sections Well 
Filled— Sports Program, 


STONY PLAIN, Aug. 
district fully justified its reputation 
for productiveness, fertility and skil- 
ful farming at the eighth annual fair 
of the Stony Plain Agricultural soci- 
ety, which was held today. Favored 
by perfect weather the event attract- 
ed a record breaking crowd and the 


visitors who streamed into the fair 
krounds from far and near, a train 
load from Edmonton adding to the 


throng, saw as interesting and credit- 
able an exhibition as any town in 
Western Canada can show. There 
have, of course, been larger fairs, but 
for cuality, fitness and all around suit- 
ability it would be difficult to sur- 
pass it, 

One has got Into the habit of recent 
years of associating Stony Plain with 
its potato crop and the expectation 
of the unaccustomed visitor was to 
see stacks and loads of potatoes as 
the central feature of the fair. There 
Were potatoes shown, and pretty good 
enes at that, but the really striking 
thing about the show was the evidence 
that the district 1s going to have one 
of the best general harvests in its 
history, particularly as regards its 
grains and grasses, and also that its 
farmers have learned the lesson of 
the value of diversified farming and 
are raising livestock of such a high 
standard of excellence that it speils 
prosperity, no matter what the sea- 
sonal conditions may be. 

Fine Draught Horses. 

What was particuiarly noticeable 
in the horses was the fine showing 
in the draught and general purpose 
classes, It was not a case of one or 
two champions and a big bunch of 
scrubs. In fact, so evenly matched 
was the general run of competitors 
that Mr. Golbraith, the judge, had his 
hands full st times in deciding on the 
winners. Tho result was apparently 
determined by a hair, as cne might 
say. The heavy draught unimals were 
&lso good, although not numerous, 

In the cattle the dairy‘classes were 
well represented, There was some 
close rivalry in the shorthorn bulls. 
Six entries were made for the best 
dairy cow, with a 24-hour milk and 

| butterfat test and C. W. Ibsen, a local 
farmer, won, It was noticeable that 
the prize ribbons were distributed all 
around the district. There were som? 
consistent winners, of course, but 
there was no monopoly of honors. 

The sheep and swine pens contain- 
ed some good steck and there were a 
féw pens of excellent poultry, not so 
many as there should have been from 
@ country where mixed farming ap- 
ears to be so universilly the rule. 

Magnificent Grain. 

Among the inside exhibits there 
as none more striking than the 
jheaf grain. It is not often that wheat, 
ats and barley of such a high grade 
and in such an advanced stage is 
shown. There were a dozen sheaves 
of spring wheat in competition, Mill- 
ing and short oats and barley. Stony 
Plain ts going to have a good har- 
vest if it has nothing else, according 
to this indication, The grasses, too, 
were remarkably good. The timothy 
is a shade too rank, if anything, but 
the alfalfa and clover vas satisfac- 
Ytory. One exhibitor brought In a 
sheaf of corn with the ears well de- 
veloped. 

The exhibition of field and garden 
crops was rather smal!, due, it was 
explained, to the difficulty which the 
farmers had had ‘n obtaining help 
and the forward rush which had been 
brought about by the recent rains 
jafter the dry spring. The potatoes 
ishown were good but not extraordin- 
Yary and there were evidences of ecab, 

defect which is not injurious but

vear. The security for this will be 
the outstanding amount due to the 
board from the elty,

ter from Mayor Henry, which ex 
plained the position of the city in re- 
gard to supplying the board with 
funds,

Chairman Rea stated that the esti-

Wash and wipe some firm, free- | 
stone peaches, halve them and remove 
the stones, then lay them in brine for 
two days and in fresh water for one 
Stuff with a mixture of grated horse- 
radish and mustard seed, adding a lit- | 
tle celery seed. Tie the halves into | 
shape with soft packthread; pack in 
a stone jar and pour spiced and sweet 
ened vinegar over them, Cover close- 
ly. Scald the vinegar and cover the 
peaches with it again once a fortnight 
for two months. They will not be 
tuffictently seasoned for use for about | 
four months.

idle, let the stock run down, and 
then use the shortage as a pretext 
for further boosting the price. It 
appears to be simply a case in 
which a monopoly saw a chance to 
make more money by not operat 
ing than by operating. As con- 
firmatory evidence, it may be 
cited that since the strike began 
two ships loaded with raw sugar 
have arrived at Vancouver for the 
refinery, and were left unloaded 
for months—are probably unload- 
ed yet, if the cargoes have not 
even spoiled by this time. It is 
further stated, on good or bad au- 
thority, that the refinery at Mont- 
real has been kept idle for the past 
six months. Government action, 
sharp and effective, should be the 
response to this new and practi- 
cally prohibitive increase in the 
price of sugar. The refineries 
should be nationalized, national- 
ized now, and operated for the 
purpose of supplying this prime 
necessity to the public at prices 
consonant with the actual supply 
of raw sugar available.

Making a Rose Jar. 

To the Bulletin: Can you give me 
the receipt for making a “rose jar" for 
perfuming a room? N.C. 8. 

Gather the rose petals early in the 
morning and lay on a table in a cool, 
airy place until the dew dries, Then 
put them in a large stone jar, sprink- 
ling a little salt over one-half inch 
layers of the petals, Add petals morn- 
ing after morning until enough have 
been gathered for your purpose. Let 
stand ten days after the last is put in, 
stirring every morning. Have an ounce 
each of cloves and allspice, coarsely 
ground, and as much broken and 
shredded stick cinnamon. Transfer the 
rose petals to another jar and scatter 
the spices, mixed together, alternately 
with the flowers, Cover the jar tightly 
and let stand in a cool place for three 
weeks, when the cantents will be ready 
for the permanent jar. “Have ready 
a quarter of an ounce of mace, allspice 
and cloves, all coarsely ground, half a 
grated nutmeg, half an ounce of 
powdered orris root and a quarter of a 
pound of dried lavender leaves, Mix 
all together in a bow! and fill the rose 
jar with alternate layers of the petals 
and the mixture, A few drops each of 
rose, geranium or other fragrant oils 
should be dropped into the layers as 
you progress. Over the whole pour 
en ounce of fine coldgne or rose ex- 
tract, This is sufficient to fill two 
quart jars or one very large one and 
it will keep for years. From time to 
time varicus sweet things may be add- 
ed, as a few tuberoses or a spray of 
heliotrope. If the jar be left open for 
a half hour every day it will fill your 
rooms with spicy fragrance. 

Jiu Jitsu, 

To the Bulletin: What is the pro- 
nunciation of jiu jitsu, and what does 
it mean?

The pronunciation of Jiu jitsu is 
“jiu-jit-su."’ The accent is on'the third 
syllable. Both ‘i's are sounded as the 
“i in pin, the “u's” as in jury. Jiu 
jitsu is a system of physical training 
introduced in 1904 into ‘the United 
States from Japan, Literally jiu jitsu 
means muscle breaking or conquering 
with the hands. The system involves 
not only constant exercise, but also 
dieting and careful living, and has 
been practiced in Japan for the last 
two thousand five hundred years, It is 
easy to learn and very effective in 
practical use, enabling the small and 
comparatively weak to cope success- 
fully with larger and more powerful 
opponents. Specifically, it is the art 
of applying the physical forces so that 
the slighest expenditure of force will 
overcomé the greatest possible resis- 
tance. Still more specifically, it is the

Baseball of the Vintage of ‘76. 


Those who were able to sit up and take notice in the year 1876 
probably remember the “Noisy Nine” baseball club of Taylorsville, 
Pa., which several years ago issued a challenge to play a series of 
games with any club of the vintage of '76. The challenge was, 
unfortunately, not accepted by any one, and that is a great pity, 
for the game would have had all of the interest of a visit to a 
museum of antiquities, It is doubtful whether the present day fan, 
seeing a game played under the rules that governed in those days, 
would recognize the game as baseball, 

In 1876 the National League has just been launched, and base- 
ball was entering the era of commercialism that would soon con- 
centrate most of the crack players in the bitg cities. Before that, how- 
ever, many small cities and towns had nines that were able to 
play the game with the crack organizations of the great citlea. 
Besides the “Noisy Nine” of Taylorsville, the famous clubs of 1876 
included the Troy Haymakers, the Rockford, Ill, Forest Citys, the 
Fort Wayne, Ind., Pastimes and the Lynn, Mass,, Live Oaks, This 
by no means exhausts the list, for there were good clubs scattered 
all over the United States and Canada, and each big city had a 
number of nines, between whom there was bitter rivalry. It was 
in the early seventies that baseball began to assume ita present 
form. ‘The overhand pitching rules were revised at this peried, 
and then commenced the science of twirling as it is known today, 
Before that the function of the moundsman was to pitch in such 
a manner that the batter could hit the ball, which accounts for the 
tremendous scores of those days, The batter would stroll to the 
plate, remarking: “Please send one over a little above the knee, 
and not very fast." Whereupon the pitcher would attempt to oblige 
him, and if he failed to deliver the ball as the batter requested, a 


ball was called an him for his wildness, (Now you stop your 
laughing). At about the same time a revolutionary rule was 
adopted forcing base runners to actually touch the bags, instead 
of merely running near them. (Yep, those were the good old days!)

Antwerp, Prize in Many Confficts 


Few other cities of the world 
have found so varied a history as 
Antwerp, the city of dikes and the 


principal port of Belgium, which has 
been in possession of the Germans 
since Oct, 9, 1914. The occupaiion of; 
Antwerp by the Germans added an- 
other chapter to the city’s record of 
sieges, for it has been taken juany 
times in the conflicts of the past. The 
most noteworthy of the sieges of Ant- 
werp, and the first in modern times, 
was that which culminated with the 
capture of the city by the Prince of 
Parna 332 years ago today, Aug. 17, 
1685, On that occasion Antwerp had 
the invaders for fourteen 
months before surrendering. 
Antwerp is mentioned tn history 
early as 415, and it wasa tiny repub- | 
lic in the eleventh century. For cen-| 
turies Antwerp, which means “at the | 
wharf,” was tne commercial metrop- 
olis of Europe.
